G.S.R. 825 (E) .—In exercise of the powers confer^ 
red by -Section 48 of the Life Insurance Corporation 
Act, 1956 (.81 of 1956), the Centnil Government 
hereby makes the following rules to amend tbe Life 
Insurance Corporation of India Development Officers 
(Revision of Terms and Conditions of Service) 
Rules, 1986, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement : 

(1) These rules may be called the Life Insur¬ 
ance Corporation of India Development 
Officers (Revision of ‘J'enns and Condi¬ 
tions of Service) Amcndhient Rules, 1990, 

(2) Save as otherwise provided hereinafter, the 
[irovisions of these rules shall be deemed 
to have come into force on the 1st day of

tliat tile Dearness Allowance relating to 
the financial year commencing on the 1st 
April, 1990 shall foim part of the amiual 
remuneration in the relevant appraisal 
years in that financial year. 

(3) The Corporation may provide by instruc¬ 
tions issued in this behalf under Regulation 
51 of Staff Rules for fixation of basic pay 
in the scales of pay as revised by these 
rules of persons who may have worked as 
Development Officers on or after 1st April, 
19S8, but before the date of publication of 
these rule.s, classify them according to the 
nature of cessation of their service as Deve¬ 
lopment Officers and specify whether the 
payment by way of equitable relief may be 
allowed to any class of Development Offi¬ 
cers at ill for the period of their service 
as such and if so, the amount and the 
terms and conditions thereof : 

Provided tliat no payment by way of equit¬ 
able relief shall be allowed in respject of 
the class of Development Officers who.se 
services may have been terminated under 
the special provisions. 

(li Subject to the other provisions of this rule, 
where basic pay is fixed in accordance with 
this rule, the other allowances and benefits 
as revised by tliese rules shall also be pay¬ 
able on the basis of such fixation.”.
